\ FOREIGN COMPETITION Ii CHIEF PROBLEM OF U.S. POTTERY INDUSTRY AS TARIFF LAW FAILS TO PROTECT HOME MARKET, SAYS 
B. LAWRENCE 


NEW YORK, Dec. IO.—Foreign com- 
itton Is the chief problem of the 
.rn cr I can pottery industry. 
Determined to renew their appeal 
or the incorporation of 
“American 
- tfutttion” In the tariff law—a plan 
or which they always have stood, and

The importation of foreign pottery 
merchandise is increasing, Fred 
B. 
Lawrence of Newell, W. Va., retiring 
president, told the general ware pro­ 
ducers in his review of the year, a 
period, he said. “which has been con­ 
spicuous for Its lack of business, its 
keen competition and its generally un­ 
satisfactory results.”

The foreign competitor is the ans­ 
wer to the cause of depression, from 
which the industry has showed signs 
of recovery during the past three 
months. 
Importations have so in­ 


i' creased, the retiring leader said, that 
I during the year about to close the 
; average on the basis of foreign values 
has been around $1,500,000 per month, 
or approximately $16,000,000 for the 
year. 
And, as Lawrence pointed out, 
sight should not be lost of the fart 
that this foreign merchandise, with 
ocean and rail freights, overhead and 
profit and the cost of marketing here 
added to the $18,000,000,- replace do­ 
mestic ware valued at nearly two and 
! one-half times the competitor's.

‘T h e present tariff law, designed to 
j protect American industry by equallz- 
i lug the difference between the cost 
' of the manufacture of goods at home 
;and abroad, does not in actual practice 
afford our industry such protection. 
said Lawrence. “The proof of this is 
its the increasing Importations of pot-i 


tory and the correspondingly Increas 
tng depression in the home industry. !

“Next to foreign competitors and, i 
| of course, because of it, the tariff Is J 
1 another problem which is as old as' 
the industry itself, and I believe I 
j may safely say there hae never been 
I a tariff law, no matter what the rates ' 
! nor how stringent the provisions cov- 
I ering tho levying and collecting of 
duties, that has not been practically 
I impossible to administer with facility 
, and justice to the Industries it was 1 
I designed to protect. 
“Certainly the depressed state of- 
I the pottery industry does not suggest 
i that the schedule on pottery is too 
high or that a downward revision of 
rates of duty would help anyone but 
our foreign competitor, who. judging 
from increasing Importations, needs no 
such incentive. 
“Let us not, however, place our de­ 
pendence in tariff laws. 
Experience 
has proven they are more or leas a 
snare and delusion and seldom, lf ever, 
fulfill their mission in according * full 
measure of protection to American In­ 
dustry.”

pride we

isfaction we viewed th e .growth and 
apparently secure position of our In­ 
dustry, and with enthusiastic assur­ 
ance and hope we faced the futere. 
"It was indeed a far cry from the 
pioneer potter of fifty year* ago. with 
his antiquated equipment and meth­ 
ods. to the modern potter, with his up- 
to-date equipment and methods, 
his 
modern plant, his tunnsl kilns, hts ad­ 
vanced ideas In art and design. 


“We had reason then, as we have 
now la the light of more than fifty 
years of experience, to view the fu­ 
ture with assurance and to feel that 
notwithstanding the problems to be 
met and solved from year to year, and 
ra 
they ere many, we are entenng upon 
the last half of the first century of our 
existence as an association under au­

author states that the number of per­

1814, but more than doubled during 
the four years of war. 
The number 
of persons with incomes over 92,380, 
or a fortune of 
two million marks, 
was: 1.660 in 1892, 5.000 in 1914, and 
12,700 in 1918.

New York.—A broad and distinct 
tendency toward rising "real ’ wages, 
that Is, wages measured In terms of 
what the worker cen buy with his 
earnings, Is traced by the national In­ 
dustrial conference hoard, New York, 
in a comparative study of representa­ 
tive industries. 
Increased application of power, bet­ 
ter utilization of labor, mechanical In­ 
genuity and managerial eminency, ac­ 
cording to the board, are steadily tend­ 
ing to reduce unit cost of production, 
thereby cheapening the general cost of 
living with resulting Increasing pros­ 
perity for all. 
W hile this tendency is not equally 
noticeable In all Industries (he differ­ 
ences In wage levels and cost of pro­ 
duction are attributable largely to the 
different degree of efficiency of pro­ 
duction prevailing in the resp ective in­ 
dustries, the board points out In com­ 
paring conditions In major Industrial 
branches. 


Iron, Steal Good Examples. 
The iron and steel Industry, accord­ 
ing to the analysis, la a striking ex­ 
ample of what progressive modernized 
methods can do. 
While wage levels 
In the iron and steel industry are now 
about 140 per cent above the pre-war 
level, according to the study, the av­ 
erage price of Its products at present 
Is only about 84 per cent higher than 
In IOU. In other words, while wages 
of Iron and steel workers are nearly 
two and a half times as big as they 
were before the war, average prices 
of Iron and steel products have risen 
only about a third. 
Another notable illustration of this 
tendency of declining costs, benefiting 
the wage earner within the Industry 
ss well as the consumer at large, is 
the automobile Industry, where wage 
levels now are about 122 per cent 
higher or more than double of what 
they were before the war, while av­ 
erage prices of automobiles are actu­ 
ally 29 per eent lower than In 1914, 
an instance signally reflecting the Im­ 
provement of Industrial processes. 
Similar conditions are found to ob­ 
tain In the chemical, foundry and ma­ 
chine 
shop, 
tile 
rubber, 
furniture, 
leather and other Industries. 
The 
same Is also true of the public utili­ 
ties generating gas and electricity, 
where wages are more than double of 
what they were In 1914 (118 per cent 
higher) while the cost of gas and elec­ 
tricity for domestic consumption, as 
estimated by the conference board, 
averages only 40 per cent higher than 
the 1014 level. The figure here used, 
the board points out, is tor gas and 
electricity combined, and deals with 
national averages only, and, therefore, 
does not apply necessarily to any one 
locality or to either gas or electricity 
alone. 


Survey of Twenty-five Years. 
The Important role played by admin­ 
istrative and technical progress in 
lowering the unit cost of production Is 
graphically Illustrated In a separate 
study by the board of the volume of 
production as compared with the ap­ 
plication of power and number of 
wage-ea ruers during the last quarter 
of a century. 
The total volume of 
production from 1899 to 1923, accord­ 
ing to this study, Increased 185 per 
cent, “Installed primary power” 288 
per cent, while the number of wage- 
earners during the same period In­ 
creased only 90 per cent. 
Since 
1914, 
however, 
the 
board 
polnta out, both the application of 
power and the number of wage-earn- 
ers have Increased less th a n ' the 
volume 
of 
production, 
conclusively 
showing the advance In efficiency of 
management In utilizing both machin­ 
ery and labor. 
The concrete result of this Increased 
efficiency, the board study declares, Is 
reflected In the fact that while the 
American workman today, as we mea­ 
sure the purchasing value of his earn­ 
ings in terms of the same standard 
of living as prevailed In 1014, but dis­ 
count the rise In retail prices, is 24 
per cent better off than he was at the 
beginning of the war (In July, 1814) 
and 5 per cent better off than be was 
at the peak of wage earnings during 
the Inflation period of 1920.

Death of W illiam E. Vodrey 


Although he had been seriously ill for a month, the death 
yesterday of William Edwin Vodrcy, secretary-treasurcr and gen­ 
eral manager of the Vodrey Pottery company, in Dr. Charles E. 
Sawyer’s sanatorium at White Oak farm, near Marion, proved a 
shock to East Liverpool, his home city, and the American ceramic 
industry with which he long had been identified. 
His passing marked the sixth death in the ranks of membeis 
of the United States Potters’ association, in which he was active, 
during the past year. 
Others who answered the final summons 
were William S. George, president of the W. S. Geor£e Pottery 
company, Bapt Palestine; M. J. Kennedy, of the 
Ch.na com­ 
pany, Grafton, W. Va.; Willis Cunning, president of the West End 
Pottery, and George S. Goodwin and George W. Burford, retired. 
' A son of a family of pottery manufacturers, Mr. Vodrey was 
recognized as a man who knew the business from A to Z, for he 
was a skilled workman in many trades of the industry as well as 
an executive. He entered the industry when a boy and was given 
the benefit of the keen knowledge possessed by his father and 
uncle, William Vodrey, and his elder brothers. And no small part 
of the success of his company was due to his perseverance in solv­ 
ing the problems that inevitably confront an employer as well his 
business acumen and personality. 
He was a strong Christian character, a faithlul husband and 
fattier and a man who took a deep interest in religious, civic and 
fraternal affairs.

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SCIENCE FINDS 
SUPER X-RAYS 


Dr. R. A. Millikan Describes 
New Discovery to Na­ 
tional Academy. 


Madison, WI*.—His success In Iso­ 
lating a ray with energy greater than 
any other known and with a frequency 
a thousand times higher than the fre­ 
quency of the ultra X-ray, was related 
by Prof. R. A. Millikan of the Califor­ 
nia Institute of Technology at the 
meeting of the National Academy of 
Sciences here. 
Professor Millikan told of the work 
that has been done In the study of the 
new ray with first experiments made 
by sending up balloons containing elec­ 
troscopes which showed that the Ions 
Increased 
with 
altitude. 
The 
first 
studies of this nature were made by 
German professors before the war and 
since then Professor Millikan has 
Bent up small balloons with Instru­ 
ments from Kelly aviation field, which, 
In general, bore out the findings of the 
German scientists. 
Gets Results at Ten Milea. 
Professor Millikan noted the In­ 
crease In the number of Ions with alti­ 
tude, one of his recording machines 
having ascended to a height of ten 
miles. 
In order to sift out the Influence of 
radioactive 
substances, 
tests 
were 
taken under water, but It WM found 
that the liquid was radioactive and 
enow water-fed Lake Muir on Mount 
Whitney was next taken as the scene 
of experiments. 
Here It was found 
that through lowering the instruments 
Ie certain depths the hard rays could 
ie eliminated. The same experiments 
mere later trlM at Arrowhead lake, 
800 miles distant, but also a great 
height, with approximately the same 
result. 
The Increase In lakes at high alti­ 
tudes caused Professor Millikan to 
conclude that there was something 
that brought absorption other than 
radioactive substances. 
Sun Has No Effect. 
Professor Millikan found that th^re 
was something coming In from the out­ 
side, with the action of all radioac­ 
tive material barred. He found further 
that ionization was the same at all 
times of the day and that the sun had 
no effect on the Ionization of the cos­ 
mic rays. 
The rays aye of the 10,000.000-volt 
variety, Professor Millikan declared, 
and concluded that they are due to 
atoms changing over to other atoms. 
‘T he energy of the ray Is that of 
an electron being captured by a heavy 
nuclei,” he asserted. 
“The rays are 
all through space, bombarding the 
earth from all directions. 
They are 
rays of extraordinary absorbing power 
and come to the.enrth with equal in­ 
tensity day and night.** 
Professor Millikan did not discuss 
any practical purpose the rays might 
serve. It has been suggested that this 
cosmic ray is a counter force to gravi­ 
tation, perhaps responsible for the in­ 
itial activity of planetary bodies, and 
that Its Influence In the universe pre­ 
vails to prevent the force of gravity 
from bringing all celestial bodies into 
one mass.

Isolation of Settlement In Wabash 
Valley 
Wlfh 
Interesting 
History to End. 


New Harmony, Ind.—Thla little com­ 
munity, which first offered to America 
equal political rights for women, uni­ 
versal elementary education, prohibi­ 
tion of liquor, and other reforms then 
regarded as communistic, la to ba 
made accessible to tourists after a 
century of isolation. 
Here Thomas 8ay, zoologist; John 
Audubon, ornithologist; John Chappie- 
smith, engraver, and Gerard Troost, 
geologist, began the works which later 
brought them fame. 
Huddled in the Wabash valley in 
the far southwestern “toe” of Indiana, 
New Harmony has kept to itself its 
interesting history, except when those 
who knew the way here penetrated the 
hills which hide It from the main high­ 
ways. 
Tt was in 1815 that George Rapp 
brought hither from Pennsylvania a 
group of German followers to estab­ 
lish in the wilderness a colony which 
they named “Harmonle.*’ Airth© 800 
settlers lived a life of strict self-denial, 
shared equally in property, and re­ 
ceived the necessities of life from a 
I community depot. The stone buildings 
they erected are still In use, and on 
an outer wall of what w m a Rappist 
storeroom survives an old sun dial at 
which the peasants assembled a cen­ 
tury ago to march to the fields. 
After the Bapplsts bed cultivated 
5,000 of their 80,000 acres and built 
cotton, woolen and flour mills, they 
sold the entire colony, In 1824, to Rob­ 
ert Owen, 
wealthy 
Scotch philan­ 
thropist and social worker. 
Recruit­ 
ing his settlers In Scotland, Owen 
brought many leaden In science and 
education. Rut the experiment failed. 
Equal political rights for women 
were 
demanded 
first 
by 
Francis 
Wright in a speech at New Harmony, 
as it wqs rechristened by the Owens 
regime. 
It was the first community 
to declare for abolition of alcoholic 
ilquon. 
It was an early center of 
slavery abolition. 
Univenal elemen­ 
tary education at public expense with­ 
out regard to sex or sect was first pro- : 
claimed here, and in later years the 
community Introduced to the Middle 
West compulsory education, Its system I 
being the foundation of the Indiana 
compulsory

The first club exclusively for women 
was formed bere. 
Today the village contains a scant 
thousand persons.

Famous Tr*de Artery of In­ 
dia Now Echoes to Loco­ 
motive Whistle. 


Washington.—The Khyber pass, one 
of the world’s famous trade arteries, 
now echoes to the whistle of the lo­ 
comotive. 
Accorcll i^g to dispatches 
from India, a ne*' section- of railway 
on the high road to Afghanistan has 
been formally opened. 
••Located as ll la. In the northwest 
corner of India and at the head of 
the ‘Broad Road’ or 'Main Street* of 
Kipling's lama and his youthful dis­ 
ciple ‘Kira,’ Khyber pass Is the key to 
th* back door of India.” says a bulletin 
from the Washington (D. O.) head­ 
quarters of tile National Geographic 
society. “It Is one of the few breaks 
In that encircling wall of mountains 
and deserts which has been the main 
ally of the British In protecting their 
hard-won domains from the Inroads of 
the Independent and lawless tribes of 
the north and the west. 
‘T he seeker of romance, of con­ 
trasts, and of danger might well end 
his Jobrney here. As one writer says. 
There is perhaps no other mountain 
^ passway In the world so historic aa 
^ dlls, so filled with the ghosts of ar­ 
mies, so thoroughly soaked with ro­ 
mance and battle and blood.’ Many 
centuries before the roar of the motor­ 
truck, Its canyon-like walls reverberat­ 
ed to the shouts of Alexander and his 
Greeks. It has known in turn the ex­ 
ultant cries of the Moguls, the Afghans 
end the pioneer English. For more 
(Ban thirty centuries Khyber past has 
Wen a great flood gate, through which, 
In turn, men have poured in search of 
conquest, adventure and trade. 
Through Treacherous Section. 
"Beginning at Fort Jamrud, an out­ 
post surrounded by tents and adobe 
houses, a little more than ten miles 
from Peshawar, the new railroad 
parallels the roads of the pass as It 
winds and twists its way In a north- 
wasterly direction to All Masjld, lo­ 
cated In a cuplike depression at the 
highest point in the pass This Is tbs 
limit of the line. Here the highway 
begins Its descent, through the narrow­ 
est and most treacherous section of 
the pass to Landl Kotal, the last In­ 
dian town. Six miles farther on Is the 
Afghan border. Throughout Its length 
the twisting defile is a gloomy gorge. 
Into some parts of which the direct 
rays of the sun never penetrate. High 
precipices, treeless and desolate, but 
very impressive In their vivid color­ 
ings and dense shadows, make easier 
to comprehend the difficulties In pro­ 
tecting the route. 
••Although the entire pass Is In Brit­ 
ish territory, safe conduct'la offered 
on only two days In the week. At 
dawn Tuesdays and-Fridays merchants 
itfotd their caravans assemble at each 
T>ud of the paao and there Is a great 
hurry and scramble to get through be­ 
fore sunset. On thee# two days troop# 
occupy the hilltop block houses and 
are stationed along the road to protect 
the caravans from snipers and high­ 
waymen. By herding all the traffic 
into two weekly pasaages, too, there 
Is the added safety of numbers. At 
All Masjld the two streams of traffic 
meet at mid day, thus the highway In 
either direction can be devoted to one- 
, way traffic. On other days the road 
Is deserted. 
“What arrangements will be made 
to Increase this margin of safety, now 
that the railroad covers half of the 
distance through the pass, hat not 
been stated. The government of Af­ 
ghanistan has maintained Its ‘Abso­ 
lutely Forbidden to Cross Th I a Border 
Into Afghan Territory’ sign for many 
decades, and the railroad will Increase 
the number of *one-foot’ visitors to 
Afghanistan (I. e. tourists who step 
over the border so they can have 
something out of the ordinary to tell 
the folks back home). What effect it 
will have In bringing about a change 
th the ‘splendid isolation’ of the 
Afghans remains to be seen. 
“Some of the wild land beyond the 
pass in Afghanistan Is exceedingly 
beautiful, resembling, according to the 
Europeans who have seen it, the 
^rfumous Vale of Kashmir, the land of 
'Lalla Eookb. Areas around the head­ 
waters of the Kabul river, the most 
Important river In the kingdom, have 
not been explored by Europeans since 
the days when Alexander made his 
way to India. 
“More interesting than the scenery 
of the pass are the Afrldis, the un­ 
tamed tribesmen who live In the vi­ 
cinity of the passes between their 
country and India. They are power­ 
ful, independent, treacherous and fe­ 
rocious Hiding in the seams of the 
hills they once picked off with their 
trusty muskets travelers on the roads 
below.

Moroccan campaigns against the Rfffa

CHIEF PROBLEM OF OS. POTTERY INDUSTRY AS TARIFF LAW FAILS TO PROTECT HOME MARKET, SAYS F. B. LAWRENCE 


VMW YORK, Dec. IO —Foreign com- 
« Ilion is the chief problem of the 
n< rican pottery industry. 
Determined to renew their appeal

The Importation of foreign pottery 
merchandise is Increasing, Fred 
B. 
Lawrence of Newell, W. Va., retiring 
president, told the general ware pro­ 
ducers in hi» review of the year, a 
period, he said, “which has been con­ 
spicuous for It» lack of business, its 
keen competition and its generally un­ 
satisfactory results.” 
Fubtie Not Buying Fewer Dishes 
.. T 
f Public is not buying “fewer 
shes,” said Lawrence. 
“There has 
n practically the same normal in- 
hus« jn volume of pottery consumed 


as a result of the gradually Increasing 
population that has been experienced 
In other lines of Industry.” 
The foreign competitor is the ans­ 
wer to the cause of depression, from 
which the industry has showed signs 
of recovery during the past three 
months. 
Importations have so in­ 
creased, the retiring leader said, that 
during the year about to dose the 
average on the basis of foreign values 
has been around $1,500,000 per month, 
or approximately $18,000,000 for the 
year. 
And, as Lawrence pointed out, 
sight should not be lost of the fact 
that this foreign merchandise, with 
ocean and rail freights, overhead and 
profit and the cost of marketing here 
added to the $18,000,000, replace do­ 
mestic ware valued at nearly two and 
one-half times the competitor’s. 
"The present tariff law, designed to 
protect American industry by equaliz­ 
ing the difference between the cost 
of the manufacture of goods at home 
and abroad, does not in actual practice 
afford our fudustry such protection, 
said Lawrence. 
"The proof of this 1» 
In the increasing importations of pot­ 


tery and th* correspondingly increas­ 
ing depression In the home Industry. 
"Next to foreign competitors and, 
of course, because of It, the tariff is 
another problem which is as old as 
the Industry Itself, and I believe I 
may safely say there has never been 
a tariff law, no m atter what the rates 
nor how stringent the provisions cov­ 
ering the levying *nd collecting ct 
duties, that has not been practically 
impossible to administer with facility 
and justice to the industries it was 
designed to protect. 
"Certainly the depressed state of 
the pottery Industry does not suggest 
that the schedule on pottery is too 
high or that a downward revision of 
rates of duty would help anyone but 
our foreign competitor, who. Judging 
from increasing Importations, needs no 
such incentive. 
“Ijet us not, however, place our de­ 
pendence In tariff biwa. 
Experience 
has proven they are more or less u 
snare and delusion and seldom, lf ever, 
fulfill their mission In according a full 
measure of protection to American in­ 
dustry.”

WAGES HIGHER 


THAN '20 BOOM 


Meantime Unit Cost of Pro­ 
duction Recedes as Earn­ 
ings Rise. 


Now Turk,—A broad and d’stlnct 
tendency tow ard rlalng "real ' wages, 
th at la, wag** m easured In term* of 
what the w orker can buy with hi* 
earning*, la traced by the national fn- 
duatrlfli conference board, New York, 
In a com parative study of representa­ 
tive Industries 
Increased application of power, bet­ 
ter utilisation of labor, tno< baulea] In­ 
genuity and m anagerial efficiency, ac­ 
cording to the board, arc steadily tend­ 
ing to reduce unit coat of production, 
thereby cheapening the general cost of 
living with resulting Increasing pros­ 
perity for all. 
While this tendency la not equally 
noticeable In all Industries the differ­ 
ences in wage levels and coef of pro­ 
duction are attributable largely to the 
different degree of efficiency of pro­ 
duction prevailing In the reape<Tlve in­ 
dustries, the board points out in com­ 
paring condition* In m ajor Industrial 
branches. 
Iron, Steal Qood Exam plea. 
The Iron and steel Industry, accord­ 
ing to the analysis, la a striking ex­ 
ample of w hat progressive modernised 
method* can do. 
While wage levels 
In the Iron nnd steel Industry are now 
about 140 i>er cent above the pre war 
level, according to the study, tho av­ 
erage price of Ifs products at present 
Is only about 34 per cent higher than 
in IOU. 
In other words, while wage* 
o f Iron and steel workers are nearly 
two and a half time* as big us they 
were before the war, average prices 
of Iron and steel products have risen 
only about a third. 
Another notable illustration of this 
tendency of declining coats, benefiting 
the wage earner within the Industry 
a* well a* the consum er at large, Is 
the automobile Industry, w here wsge 
levels now are about 122 per cent 
higher or more than double of what 
they were before the war, while av­ 
erage prices of autom obiles are actu­ 
ally ill per cent lower tbau In 1014, 
an instance signally reflecting the Im­ 
provement of industrial processes. 
Hi mf Iii r conditions are found to ob­ 
tain In the chem ical, foundry and m a­ 
chine 
shop, 
the 
rubber, 
furniture, 
leather and other 
industries. 
The 
sam e I* also true of the public utili­ 
ties generating gas and electricity, 
where wages are more than double of 
what they were in 1914 (116 per cent 
higher) while the cost of gas and elec­ 
tricity for domestic consumption, as 
estim ated by the conference board, 
averages only 40 per cent higher than 
the 1014 level. 
The figure here used, 
the board points out, Is for gas and 
electricity combined, and deals with 
national averages only, and, therefore, 
does not apply necessarily to any on* 
locality or to either gas or electricity 
alone. 
Survey of Twsnty-fiv* Year*. 
The im portant role played by admin­ 
istrative aud 
technical 
progress In 
lowering the unit cost of production Is 
graphically illustrated in a separate 
study by the board of the volume of 
production as compared with the ap­ 
plication of power and number of 
wnge-earners during the last q uarter 
of a century. 
The total volume of 
production from 1899 to 1923, accord­ 
ing to this study, increased 185 per 
cent, "Installed prim ary pow er” 236 
per cent, while the number of wage 
earners during Hie same period In­ 
creased only 90 per cent. 
Since 
1914, 
however, 
the 
board 
points out, both the application of 
power and the num ber of wage-earn- 
ers 
have 
Increased 
less

showing the advance In efficiency of 
management In utilizing both m achin­ 
ery and labor. 
The concrete result of this increased 
efficiency, the board study declares, is 
reflected In the fact th at while the 
American workman today, as we m ea­ 
sure the purchasing value of his earn­ 
ings in term s of the same standard 
of living a* prevailed In 1914, but 41s- 
count the rise In retail prices, Is 24 
per cent better off than he was a t th* 
beginning of the w ar (In July, 1914) 
and 5 per cent better off than be was 
at the peak of wage earnings during 
the Inflation period of 1920.

WAGES HIGHER 
THAN '20 BOOM 


Meantime Unit Cost of Pro­ 
duction Recedes as Earn­ 
ings Rise. 


New York.—A broad and distinct 
tendency toward rising "real ’ wages, 
that Is, wages measured in terms of 
what the worker can buy with his 
earnings, is traced by the national in­ 
dustrial conference board, New York, 
in a comparative study of representa­ 
tive Industries. 
Increased application of power, bet­ 
ter utilization of labor, mechanical In­ 
genuity and managerial efficiency, ac­ 
cording to the board, are steadily tend­ 
ing to reduce unit coat of production, 
thereby cheapening the general cost of 
living with resulting increasing pros­ 
perity for ail. 
While this tendency is not equally 
noticeable In all industries the differ­ 
ences in wage levels and cost of pro­ 
duction are attributable largely to the 
different degree of efficiency of pro­ 
duction prevailing in the respective in­ 
dustries, the board points out in com­ 
paring conditions in major industrial 
branches. 


iron, Steal Good Examples. 


The iron and steel Industry, accord­ 
ing to the analysis, is a striking ex­ 
ample of what progressive modernized 
methods can do. 
While wage levels 
in the iron nnd steel industry are now 
about 140 per cent ubove tile pre-war 
level, according to the study, the av­ 
erage price of its products at present 
is only about 84 per cent higher than 
In 1014. In other words, while wages 
of iron and steel workers are nearly 
two and a half times as big as they 
were before the war, average prices 
of iron and steel products have risen 
only about a third. 
Another notable Illustration of this 
tendency of declining costs, benefiting 
the wage earner within the Industry 
as well as the consumer at large, Is 
the automobile Industry, where wage 
levels now are about 122 per cent 
higher or more than double of what 
they were before the war, while av­ 
erage prices of automobiles are actu­ 
ally 29 per cent lower than In 1914, 
an instance signally reflecting the Im­ 
provement of Industrial processes. 
Similar conditions are found to ob­ 
tain In the chemical, foundry and ma­ 
chine 
shop, 
the 
rubber, 
furniture, 
leather and other industries. 
Th# 
same is also true of the public utili­ 
ties generating gas and electricity, 
where wages are more than double of 
what they were in 1914 (116 per cent 
higher) while the cost of gas and elec­ 
tricity for domestic consumption, as 
estimated by Hie conference board, 
averages only 40 per cent higher than 
the 1014 level. The figure here used, 
the board points out, Is for gas and 
electricity combined, and deals with 
national averages only, and, therefore, 
does not apply necessarily to any one 
locality or to either gas or electricity 
alone. 


Survey of Twanty-flvo Years. 


The important role played by admin­ 
istrative and technical progress in 
lowering the unit cost of production is 
graphically illustrated in a separate 
study by the board of the volume of 
production aa compared with the ap­ 
plication of power and number of 
wnge-earners during the last quarter 
of a century. 
The total volume of 
production from 1899 to 1923, accord­ 
ing to this study, increased 185 per 
cent, “Installed primary power” 236 
per cent, while the number of wage- 
earners during the same period In* 
creased only OO per cent. 
Since 
1914, 
however, 
the 
board 
points out, both the application of 
power and tho number of wage-earn- 
ers have increased less than • the 
volume 
of 
production, 
conclusively 
showing the advance lu efficiency of 
management in utilizing both machin­ 
ery and labor. 
The concrete result of this increased 
efficiency, the board study declares, is 
reflected in the fact thut while the 
American workman today, as we mea­ 
sure the purchasing value of his earn­ 
ings in terms of the same standard 
of living as prevailed in 1914, but dis­ 
count the rise In retail prices, Is 24 
per cent better off than he was at the 
beginning of the war (In July, 1914) 
and 5 per cent fretter off than be was 
at the peak of wage earnings during 
the inflation period of 1920.

Although he had been seriously ill tor a month, the death 
yesterday of William Edwin Vodrey, secretary-trcasurer and gen­ 
eral manager of the Vodrey Pottery company, in Dr. Charles E. 
Sawyer’s sanatorium at White Oak farm, near Marion, proved a 
shock to East Liverpool, his home city, and the American ceramic 
industry with which he long had been identified. 
His passing marked the sixth death in the ranks of membeis 
of the United States Potters’ association, in which he was active, 
during the past year.

He entered the industry when a boy and was given 
the benefit of the keen knowledge possessed by his father and 
uncle, William Vodrey, and his elder brothers. And no small part 
of the success of his company was due to his perseverance in solv­ 
ing the problems that inevitably confront an employer as well his 
business acumen and personality.

Dr. R. A. Millikan Describes 
New Discovery to Na­ 
tional Academy. 


Madison, W'ls.—IIIh sucre** In Iso­ 
lating a ray with energy greater than 
any other known and with a frequency 
a thousand times higher than the fre­ 
quency of the ultra X ray. was related 
by Prof R A Mllllknn nf the Califor­ 
nia 
I n s t i t u t e of Technology at tile 
m eeting of the National Academy of 
Sciences here. 
P rof eta of Mllllknn told of the work 
th a t has been done In the study of the 
new ray with drat experiment* made 
by sending up balloons containing elec­ 
troscope* which showed that the Iona 
Increased 
with 
altitude. 
The 
drat 
studies of this nature were made by 
derm an professor* before the w ar and 
ainee 
then 
Professor 
Millikan 
has 
sent up small balloon* with Instru­ 
ment* from Kelly aviation deld, which, 
In general, bore out the finding* of th* 
Gorman scientist*. 
Gets Results at Ten Miles. 
Professor 
Millikan 
noted 
the In­ 
crease in the number of Ions w ith alti­ 
tude. one of his recording machines 
having ascended to a height of ten 
mile*. 
In order to sift out the influence of 
radioactive 
substances, 
test* 
were 
taken under w ater, but It wa* found 
that tl»e liquid was radioactive and 
■now water-fed Lake Muir on Mount 
Whitney w as next taken as the acone 
of experiment*. 
H ere It was found 
th at through lowering the Instrum ents 
Ie certain depths the hard rays could 
be elim inated. The tam e experim ents 
were later tried at Arrowhead lake, 
800 miles distant, but also a great 
height, with approxim ately the sam e 
result. 
T he Increase In lake* at high alti­ 
tudes caused Professor Millikan to 
conclude th at there wa* something 
that brought absorption other than 
radioactive substances. 
Sun Has No Effect. 
Professor Millikan found th at tlvpre 
was something coming in from the out­ 
side, w ith the action of all radlonc- 
tlve m aterial barred. He found further 
th at ionization was the sam e at all 
tim es of the day and that the sun had 
no effect ou the ionization of the cos­ 
mic rnya. 
The rays are of the 10,000.000-volt 
variety, Professor Millikan declared, 
and concluded that they are due to 
atom s changing over to other atoms. 
‘T h e energy of the ray Is that of 
an electron being captured by a heavy 
nuclei," he asserted. 
"The rays are 
all 
through 
spare, bom barding the 
earth from all directions. 
They are 
rays of extraordinary absorbing power 
and come to the enrth w ith equal in­ 
tensity day and night." 
Professor Millikan did not discuss 
any practical purpose the rays might 
serve. 
It has been suggested th at this 
cosmic ray is a counter force to gravi­ 
tation, perhaps responsible for the In­ 
itial activity of planetary bodies, and 
th at its Influence In the universe pre­ 
vails to prevent the force of gravity 
from bringing all celestial bodies Into 
one mass.

Dr. R. A. Millikan Describes 
New Discovery to Na­ 
tional Academy. 


Madison, Wls.—His success In iso­ 
lating a ray with energy greater than 
any other known and with a frequency 
a thousand times higher than the fre­ 
quency of the ultra X ray. was related 
by Prof. It. A. Millikan of the Califor­ 
nia Institute of Technology Rt the 
meeting of the National Academy of 
Sciences here. 
Professor Millikan told of the work . 
that has been done In the study of the 
*Qr southwestern “toe" of Indiana, 
New Harmony has kept to itself Its 
Interesting history, except when those 
who knew the way here penetrated the 
hills which hide it from the main high­ 
ways. 
*It was in 1815 that George Rapp 
brought hither from Pennsylvania a 
group of German followers to estab­ 
lish in the wilderness a colony which 
they named "Harmonie.” 
Air the 800 
settlers lived a life of strict self-denial, 
shared equally In property, and re­ 
ceived the necessities of life from a 
i community depot. The stone buildings 
they erected are still in use, and on 
an outer wall of what was a Rapplst 
storeroom survives an old sun dial at 
which the peasants assembled a cen­ 
tury ago to march to the fields.

The grave for years had horn un­ 
kempt. excep t for what passing care 
the children attending Edgar Allan 
Poe grammar school across the way 
were able to give to It, after scurrying 
over the brick wall.

It has been suggested that this 
cosmic ray is a counter force to gravi­ 
tation, perhaps responsible for the In­ 
itial activity of planetary bodies, and 
that its influence In the universe pre­ 
vails to prevent the force of gravity 
from bringing all celestial bodies Into 
one mass.

A. D. Smith, chief poultryman of the j 
division of poultry husbandry, said the 
bird consumed but $2.35 worth of feed. 
Taking the average price of eggs, Mr. 
Smith said, to lie 35 cents per dozen, 
she produced $7.10 worth of eggs, 
showing a net profit of $4.75.

IN KRYDER PASS 


Famous Tr*r*e Artery of In­ 
dia Now P e 1 c**n to Loco­ 
motive Whistle. 


Washington.—The Khyber pa**. "ne 
of the world's famous trad* arteries, 
b o w echoes to the whistle of the lo ­ 


c o m o tiv e . 
AceonlM a 
ta dispatch®* 
from India, a new acct I do. o f r a ilw a y 
on th* hlu'h road to Afghanistan has 
been formally opened. 
“Located as It Is. In the northwest 
corner of India and at the head of 
the ‘Broad Boid* or 'Main Street* of 
Kipling’s lama and bls youthful dis­ 
ciple ‘Kim,* Khyber pass Is the key to 
the back door of India,” says a bulletin 
from the Washington (D. O.) head­ 
quarters of the National Geographic 
society. 
“It is one of fie few breaks 
In that encircling wall of mountains 
and deserts which has been the main 
ally of the British In protecting their 
hard-won domains from the Inroads of 
the Independent and lawless tribes of 
the north and the west. 
“The seeker of romance, of con 
Braata, and of danger might well end 
his Jobmey here. 
As one writer Baya, 
T h ere Is perhaps no other mountain 
Bk passway in the world ao historic as 
^ t h l s , so filled with the ghosts of ar­ 
mies, so thoroughly soaked with ro­ 
mance and battle and blood.* 
Many 
centuries before the roar of the motor­ 
truck, Its canyon-llke whIIs reverberat­ 
ed to the shouts of Alexander end his 
Greeks. 
If has known In turn the ex­ 
ultant cries of the Moguls, the Afghans 
and the pioneer English. 
For more 
than thirty centuries Khyber pass bas 
teen a great flood gate, through which, 
fn turn, men have poured In search of 
conquest, adventure and trade. 
Throuqh Trtacherous Section. 
"Beginning at Fort Jamrud, an out­ 
post surrounded by tents and adobe 
houses, a little more than ten relies 
from 
Peshawar, 
the 
new 
railroad 
parallels the roads of the pass as It 
winds and twists Its way In a north­ 
westerly direction to AII Masjld, lo­ 
cated In a cnpllke depression at the 
highest point In the pass. 
This Is the 
limit of the line. 
Here the highway 
begins Its descent, through the narrow­ 
est and most treacherous section of 
the pass to Land! Kotal, the last In­ 
dian town. 
Six miles farther on bs the 
Afghan border. Throughout Its length 
the twisting defile Is a gloomy gorge. 
Into some parts of which the direct 
rays ofThe sun never penetrate. 
High 
precipices, treeless and desolate, but 
very Impressive In their vivid color­ 
ings and dense shadows, make easier 
to comprehend the difficulties In pro­ 
tecting the route. 
‘‘Although the entire pass is In Brit­ 
ish territory, safe conduct Is offered 
on only two days In the week. 
At 
dawn Tuesdays and Fridays merchants 
their caravans assemble at each 
^■ud of the pass and there la a great 
hurry and scramble to get through be­ 
fore aunset. On these two days troops 
occupy the hilltop block houses and 
are etationed along the road to protect 
the caravans from snipers and high­ 
waymen. 
By herding all the traffic 
into two weekly passages, too, there 
la the added safety of numbers. 
At 
All Masjld the two streams of traffic 
meet at mid day, thus the highway In 
either direction can be devoted to one­ 
way traffic. 
On other days the road 
ta deserted. 
“What arrangements will be made 
‘ to Increase this margin of safety, now 
that the railroad covers half of the 
distance through the pass, has not 
been stated. 
The government of Af­ 
ghanistan has maintained Its ‘Abso­ 
lutely Forbidden to Cross This Border 
Into Afghan Territory* sign for many 
decades, and the railroad will increase 
the number of ‘one-foot’ visitors to 
Afghanistan (I. e. tourists who step 
over the border so they can have 
something out of the ordinary to tell 
the folks hack home). 
What effect It 
will have In bringing about a change 
In 
the 
‘splendid 
Isolation’ 
of 
the 
Afghans remains to he seen. 
"Some of the wild land beyond the 
pass In Afghanistan) Is exceedingly 
beautiful, resembling, according to the 
Europeans who have seen It, the 
ruinous Vale of Kashmir, the land of 
'Latta Rookh. 
Areas around the head­ 
waters of the Kabul river, the most 
Important river In the kingdom, have 
not been explored by Europeans since 
the days when Alexander made his 
way to India. 
“More interesting than the scenery 
of the pass are the Afridls, the un­ 
tamed tribesmen who live In the vi­ 
cinity of the passes between their 
country and India. 
They are power­ 
ful, Independent, treacherous and fe­ 
rocious. 
Hiding In the seams of the 
hills they once picked off with their 
trusty muskets travelers on the roads 
below. 
Many 
punitive 
expeditions 
were sent against them, expeditions 
were which were as unfruitful as the 
Moroccan campaigns against the Rfffs. 
A Thief to Catch a Thief.
